of 1836 be was 
allotted to the^Fort

circuit. 
In the fall of 1838 he was sent back 
as a station preacher, on a petition of

leading 
citizens of this

agreed 
to 
sup- 
port 
him. 
When 
Mr. 
Ball 
came to Fort Wayne, there was not 
a church edifice of any kind in town, 
and only one school 
house, a little 
brick one that stood where the jail 
now stands. 
There he preached every 
two weeks until the gable end of the 
house fell in. 
In the years 18H8-9, 
the writer of this notice and Mr. Ball 
occupied the little frame house stand- 
ing on the lot west of Perrin's livery 
stable, where the Lutheran Church 
now stands. 
This house was occupiid 
for acme time as a preaching place, and 
was where the first Methodist vSunday 
school was organized. 


In the fall of 1838 his health failed 
him and he was obliged to locate. 
At 
the time of the construction of 
the 
Pittsburgh Railroad to Fort 
Wayne 
he was induced to put his farm in as 
stock, and was very successful in los- 
ing it. 
With what little 
funds he 
had left he embarked in the boot and 
shoe buaineis in Angola. 
In 1869 his 
good, loving. Christian wife died, leav- 
ing only one son, George.

Ball

home. 
F o r 
several

he has professed to enjoy the blessing

dry—and in every

get 'wet to his waist—would 
ride o n t o the first cabin

before the fire until his clothes would 
get dry and then proceed on his jotir- 
ney. 
And for all this labor and 
ex- 
posure he received the paltry sum of 
three hundred and 
fitty 
dollars, to 
support his wife and son,

In many places his congregation would 
be mostly Indians; in the north part 
of the circuit the Pottawattamie In- 
dians and in the Logansport and 
Wa- 
bash route, Miami Indians would at- 
tend his meetings. 
Mr. Ball 
was a 
man of fine (.'hristian and social (jital- 
ities,a gréatreader,a fine Greek schol- 
lar, and at one time had committed to 
memory almost the entire New Testa- 
ment.
